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Opportunities for Industrialists in the 
Furness Area 


An article in last week’s Board of Trade Journal described industrial opportunities in the North 


Staffordshire area. 


Among the advantages outlined in the article below, dealing with the Furness area, 


is a considerable pool of female labour available in the district. 


HE industrial area of Furness is situated in the 
southernmost tip of the Lancashire extension 
into Lakeland. It is bordered on the East by 
Morecambe Bay, on the west by Duddon Sands and 
on the south-west by the curiously-shaped Isle’ of 
Walney. The three main Ministry of Labour Ex- 
changes are Barrow, Dalton and Ulverston, which 
form a fairly well-defined group of industrial towns. 

Although separated geographically from the main 
industrial zone of Lancashire, the Furness has rail 
Rail connections with the L.M.S. main 
Faciliti north and south lines at Carnforth. 

acilities It also has rail connection with 

Carlisle and other Cumberland towns by the west 
coast route. The main road eastwards from the 
Furness industrial towns joins the London-Carlisle 
trunk road at Levens Bridge. Direct road communi- 
cation with the immediate northern hinterland is 
rather more difficult, particularly for heavy traffic, 
because of the hilly nature of the country, but 
projected road improvements should do much to 
improve the position. 

The early industrial prosperity of the Furness, 
which reached its peak in the 70’s of the last century, 
was based on the high-grade iron ore deposits in the 
peninsula which, until the basic open-hearth process 
of steel-making was evolved, were of first rate impor- 
tance. Small quantities of ore continued to be mined 
up to the outbreak of war, but now the last mine has 
been closed. On these ore deposits were founded the 
associated industries of iron and steel manufacture, 
engineering and particularly shipbuilding, and it 
was also because of them that Barrow was developed 
as the seaport for the region. Naturally, the port 
facilities were developed primarily for the handling 
of bulky raw materials and heavy manufactured 


goods, and they are still admirably suited to this 
type of work. The almost complete economic 
dependence of the area on what was 
Ports for virtually one type of industry ren- 
Heavy Goods dered it particularly vulnerable to 
heavy unemployment resulting from fluctuations in 
the industry. From 1890 until the 1930’s, there was 
a marked tendency for people to migrate from the 
area, particularly from Barrow. 

The instability of the industrial structure is reflected 
in the severity of the unemployment experienced there 
in the 1930’s, when it reached a peak figure of nearly 
43 per cent. of the insured population in March, 1933. 
Although this black period came two years later than 
that for Lancashire as a whole, it was more intense 
than the depression experienced anywhere else in 
the north-western region. The exodus of population 
was halted with the inception of the re-armament 
programme immediately prior to the war, and by 
1939 the combined population of Barrow, Ulverston 
and Dalton had risen by nearly 1,600 over the 1931 
figure of 85,890. By 1939, moreover, Barrow and 
Dalton were showing an unemployment average 
below that for the United Kingdom as a whole, and 
well below the 15.6 per cent. which was the average 
for Lancashire. Unlike most other parts of the 
region, the insured population of the Furness area 
rose by nearly 6 per cent. between 1938 and 1943, 
in spite of the loss of men and women through the 
closing down of the Dalton iron ore mines and 
recruitment for the Forces. 

Before the war, because of the industrial structure 
of the area, there was very little factory employment 
available for females. During the war, however, 
women and girls were employed on a large scale 
in the shipbuilding and engineering shops and also in 
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an aircraft engine factory erected by the Government. 
There is therefore in the area a substantial number of 
females who, during the war, gained valuable industrial 
experience, and who are now available for peace-time 
employment. The advantages of this valuable reserve of 
labour have already been appreciated by severalfirms. The 
Government aero-engine factory, for instance, has been 
taken over by a private firm for the manufacture of furniture 
and light engineering products ; a firm of electrical accessory 
manufacturers, who were established in the area just prior 
to the war, now employ several hundreds and are contem- 
plating extensions to their existing premises and another 
important and well-known undertaking have acquired a 
large site and are erecting a factory which will employ 
some hundreds of workers. 

The Furness area has not been scheduled as a Development 
Area under the Distribution of Industry Act, and the Board 
of Trade therefore has no powers to build factories for 
lease to industrialists. Moreover, there is a dearth of 
available existing premises. For industrialists who are 
prepared to build with their own finance, however, the 
Board of Trade will give all possible assistance in obtaining 
the necessary building licences; Barrow County Borough 
Council has allocated attractive sites for industrial develop- 
ment; there are sites in the area where industries requiring 
large quantities of water can be accommodated ; and there 
is a reserve of available labour accustomed to factory work 
and with a long tradition of skill. Indeed, the Barrow-in- 
Furness district is one of the very few places in the country 
to which industrialists needing a labour force that includes 
a large proportion of females can be encouraged to look.

Short’s Premises Allocated 


The Board of Trade announce that the ‘‘ erection bays ”’ 
(approximately 80,000 square feet) at the east end of the 
Airport Factory, Rochester, have been allocated to Messrs. 
Portamouth Aviation, Ltd. The firm will employ over 
400 people, of whom a large proportion will be sheet metal 
workers, on the production of a twin-engined aircraft 
known as the ‘‘ Aero-Car.”

The Jewellery and Silverware Working 
Party Report 


HE Jewellery and Silverware Working Party Report 
was published on Thursday. . (H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 3s. 0d.) 
The Working Party’s terms of reference were :— 
‘‘To examine and enquire into the various schemes 
and suggestions put forward for improvement of organi- 
zation, production and distribution methods and 
processes in the Jewellery and Silverware industry, 
and to report as to the steps which should be taken 
in the national interest to strengthen the industry 
and render it more stable and more capable of 
meeting competition in the home and foreign markets.” 
The Committee consisted of: Mr. C. R. Morris (Chair- 
man); Messrs. H. G. Howson, C.B.E., M.C., T.D., S. Dawson 
Collins, R. M. Klean and Ivan Shortt (employers’ represen- 
tatives); Messrs. W. Kean, O.B.E., J.P., J. E. Cocker, 
Ss. R. J. Pattey and John West (Trade Union representa- 
tives); Messrs. G. R. Hughes, C.V.O., R. G. Gosling, J.P., 
J. G. Smith, O.B.E., and Mrs. J. W. Field, J.P. (independent 
members); Mr. W. O. Newsam, Secretary, and Miss E. J. 
Ockenden, Assistant Secretary. 

The Working Party’s Report contains 105 pages and 
16 pages of pictures, and the main points and recommenda- 
tions in it are given below. 


Production Efficiency 


The report recommends the establishment of a Production 
Efficiency Organization financed out of a levy, to be 
administered by the Federation, and working with the 
Design and Research Centre, to ensure the supply to the 
industry of the hand tools and machine tools it requires, 
whether by production in this country or by importation. 


Buildings 


A Central Buildings Committee, under the control of 
the Federation or Association, with a branch sub-committee 
in each of the main centres of production, should be estab- 
lished for the industry as a whole, to devise and carry out 
a re-building programme in consultation with local Recon- 
struction Authorities. 

The experts on this Committee will be drawn from the 
staff of the Production Efficiency Organization. 


Sales and Publicity 


The Working Party considers that the industry as a 
whole should plan for itself and set up a central Organization 
under its own control, to carry out consumer research and 
to educate public taste, this Organization to be financed 
out of the levy. Designers and manufacturers should be 
represented on it. Branches in each main centre of 
production should advise on distribution and training in 
salesmanship. 


Design and Research 


The proposed Design and Research Centre should be 
financed by the levy, with a grant from the Board of 
Trade and the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. It should work with the Production Efficiency 
Organization in the training of designers, arranging for the 
marking of articles with the designers’ names and the 
recruiting to the industry of men of scientific training. 


Recruitment of Labour, Training and Welfare 


The Report is in favour of modern methods of training 
and diminishing fatigue among workpeople. It recommends 
the establishment of local Committees, in conjunction 
with the Trade Unions, to dovetail factory practice with 
school and college training. 

Paris training methods to be investigated. 

Outworkers should be discouraged and their wages and 
conditions regulated. 


Exports and Imports 


In addition to the recommendations set out in other 
sections of the report it is also recommended that an 
Export Section should be established to follow up the 
activities undertaken by the Export Group in the early 
part of the war, and in general to foster the export efforts 
of the industry. 

The industry should consider whether it is desirable to 
establish co-operative exporting organizations for its 
products. 


Individual firms, especially in the fine jewellery section, 
should take the initiative themselves to expand sales in 
foreign markets and should consider the desirability of 
combining in groups for this purpose. 


Organization of the Industry 


The industry should be invited by the President of the 
Board of Trade to form a Federation of Trade Associations, 
or one inclusive Trade Association, to cover manufacturers 
and wholesalers, with an organization capable of planning 
for and rendering services to the industry along the lines 
suggested in the report. As soon as it is formed, the Federa- 
tion or Association should prepare proposals and estimates 
for the establishment of a permanent organization to carry 
into execution the services outlined. 

The industry should be invited to form the Federation 
or Association and to have these proposals and estimates 
prepared and submitted by a stated date, which should be 
not more than six months after the issue of the invitation. 

The industry to be informed by the President of the 
Board of Trade that if the proposals are adequate and 
satisfactory the Government will take the necessary steps 
to register, and to impose a compulsory contribution on, 
all firms in the industry, sufficient to raise an adequate 
revenue. 

A Jewellery and Silverware Advisory Board should be 
established to consider and review questions of policy for 
the industry, including the principles of policy involved 
in the matters which are the concern of the Federation or 
Association ; the Board should have an independent 
Chairman and equal representation of the Federation or 
Association and of the Trade Unions, together with indepen- 
dent members who might include a representative of the 
retail trade; the secretary should be an official of the 
Board of Trade of adequate standing and _ seniority. 


Purchase Tax 


The Working Party consider that in the interests of the 
health of the industry urgent considerations should be given 
without delay to the desirability of a drastic reduction in 
the rate of purchase tax affecting the industry. If purchase 
tax is to continue as a revenue-producing tax, a special 
committee should be appointed without delay, representing 
the Treasury, the Board of Trade and the industry, to advise 
on the level of tax which the products can bear and on the 
principles which should guide the determination of its 
incidence in detail, and also on the question whether the 
tax could and should be collected as a sales tax imposed 
at the moment of sale of the article by the retailer. 


Hall-Marks 


The list of articles exempted from assay and hall-marking 
should be revised with a view to the seeking of amending 
legislation. 

Legislation should also be sought requiring articles made 
wholly or partially of platinum to be sent for assay and 
hall-marking. 

The industry through its Federation or Association 
should take all possible steps to promote the voluntary 
acceptance within the trade of markings of gold-plated and 
silver-plated articles in accordance with standards to be 
determined by the usual procedure of the British Standards 
Institute, and also to induce the public by publicity and 
other methods to demand such markings when they buy 
articles of silver-plated ware. 

Legislation should be sought requiring the prominent 
display, for the guidance of customers, of hall-marks, 
and other marks required by law, in all retail shops and 
stores selling markable goods. 


Costings 

The Report recommends the appointment of a small 
Sub-Committee from the industry to work out, with the 
advice of experts with experience of other industries, an 
effective system of costing capable of adaptation to the 
requirements of the various sections but uniform in its 
main outlines for the whole industry. 

The Federation or Association should establish its own 
Costings Branch with expert officers to give advice to firms

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Supply of Equipment to the Hotel 


Industry 


HE Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. A. Marquand, 

made the following statement on the supply of equip- 

ment to the hotel industry in the House of Commons 
recently. 

Earlier this year, under a scheme which was announced 
on March 15, and in the administration of which the main 
hotel trade associations gave most valuable help, a quantity 
of sheets, blankets, and mattresses were allocated to more 
than 1,000 establishments in the United Kingdom, the 
Channel] Islands and the Isle of Man, which lacked equipment 
as the result of bomb damage or requisitioning and were in 
a position structurally to open by July 31, 1946. Arrange- 
ments were also made for the import from Holland of a 
certain number of bedroom suites, which are now arriving 
in this country, and a quantity of Government surplus 
linen dowlas has been allocated to hotels for use in the 
upholstering of furniture. 

These schemes were the most that could be provided in 
1946. The importance of developing our foreign tourist 
trade and the need to rehabilitate establishments catering 
for home holidays, makes it essential that we should give 
further help in time for the 1947 season. The House will 
appreciate, however, that the goods needed by hotels and 
similar establishments are, in general, those in most urgent 
demand by the ordinary domestic consumer. So long as 
these goods are scarce, the quantities which can be made 
availabie to hotels, etc., are necessarily limited. 

As, therefore, we cannot meet all the requirements of this 
industry in full, we have decided that help should first be 
given to those establishments of special importance to the 
economy of the country and to those which have suffered 
most as a direct result of the war. The claims of other 
establishments must be deferred for the time being. 

For the present, facilities can be given only to four main 
classes of establishment : 

1. Those with equipment damaged by enemy action 
which did not have their minimum essential require- 
ments met under the scheme earlier this year ; 

2. Those lacking equipment as the result of requisition- 
ing or evacuation from Defence Areas, which did not 
have their minimum essential requirements met under 
the scheme earlier this year ; 

38. Those with essential equipment unserviceable through 
accommodating war-time billetees fur a substantial 
period ; 

4. Those of special importance to overseas visitors. 

In addition, we hope to be able, in certain circumstances 
and after adequate consideration of the claims of these four 
main priority classes, to give some help to new establish- 
ments catering primarily for overseas visitors and home 
holiday-makers. 

During the operation of this scheme we hope to be able to 
provide for the minimum essential needs of these priority 
establishments for sheets, blankets, mattresses and ticking 
for mattresses, curtain materials and upholstery cloth, 
towels, linoleum and certain items of Utility furniture such 
as beds, divans and easy chairs. However, not all 
these goods are wholly rationed, and in most cases some part 
of their production is already available to hotels as to other 
customers. Carpets, crockery, glassware, cutlery and cer- 
tain other items needed by hotels, although in some cases 
in short supply, are not rationed in any way. For this 
reason we cannot make any special arrangements for their 
supply to hotels and similar establishments. 

We can give no guarantee that the supplies of the 
rationed goods which we shall be able to make available 
will be sufficient to meet the minimum essential] needs of 
all establishments in the priority classes referred to above. 
Indeed, in some cases, they will not. For example, it will 
be necessary, apart from any other limitations, to restrict 
the issue of towels to establishments catering for overseas 
visitors and the issue of linoleum for use in bathrooms and 
lavatories. 

Forms for application under this scheme can be obtained 
from the Board of Trade, Tourist, Catering and Holiday 
Services Division, Vincent House, Vincent Square, London, 
S.W.1, and should be completed and returned at the latest 
before January 15, 1947. We are anxious to complete the 
allocation of supplies as early as possible in the New Year 
and cannot undertake to consider any claims received after 
that date. No allocations will be made before then, because 
we must ensure that similar treatment is given to all claims 
irrespective of the date on which they are received. As soon, 
however, as the final basis of allocation has been determined, 


for 1947 


every effort will be made to issue the units, dockets, etc., as 
rapidly as possible, with the object of ensuring that the 
equipment concerned can be obtained before the opening 
of the 1947 season. 

It was hoped that this statement would be accepted by the 
industry as a whole as an indication of the Government’s 
readiness to help them to meet their responsibilities, 
although it will be a disappointment to those establishments 
outside the priority classes which have carried on for many 
years, in the same way as the ordinary domestic consumer, 
without being able to secure replacements of equipment. 
We must, however, proceed by stages, and the arrangements 
announced above are only the second stage in the tackling 
of a problem the solution of which can make a great con- 
tribution to our invisible export trade and will be of inestim- 
able benefit to the health and happiness of our own people. 

This whole question will be kept under constant review 
and further supplies will be made available at the earliest 
practicable moment.

on costings problems and to persuade managements of the 
value to themselves and to the industry as a whole of the 
suggested uniform system of costing. 


Statistics 

The Report concludes by suggesting that the Board of 
Trade should make itself responsible for collecting and 
handling all the statistical information about the industry 
required by the Government and by the industry itself, 
and that the Federation or Association and the Trade Unions 
should arrange for the appointment of a small Statistics 
Sub-Committee, to maintain a really close contact with 
the Board of Trade statistician and with him to determine 
what statistical information should be collected and in 
what form it should be made available. 
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Anglo-Italian Trade 


Discussions 


HE delegation of Italian officials and commercial 

and industrial experts, headed by Dr. Mascia, which 

arrived in London this week, and a delegation of 
British officials led by Mr. H. A. Marquand, Secretary for 
Overseas Trade, held their first meeting on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The present talks are intended to provide an opportunity 
of discussing ways and means of developing existing trade 
and of exploring the possibility of extending commercial 
relations between the United Kingdom and Italy, including 
co-operation between the industries of the two countries. 
Italy’s imports of the goods and materials required for her 
industry and people and the possibilities of some of these 
imports being supplied from sterling area sources are also 
to be discussed. Similarly, United Kingdom imports from 
Italy will be reviewed. 

The talks will deal only with questions of a general 
character and not with detailed provisions about contracts 
for supplies. A preliminary exchange of views on these 
topics took place at the afternoon’s meeting and a working 
programme was drawn up. 


Control of Costainen and 
Packaging Reviewed 


HE continuance of the restrictions on the marking of 

metal containers and closures, as laid down in the 

Control of Containers and Packaging (No. 4) (General) 
Order (S.R. & O. 1945 No. 1509) has recently been under 
review. It has not been found possible, however, to modify 
the restrictions at present, owing to the continued shortage 
of materials and labour in the industries concerned, but the 
position will again be reviewed in the New Year. For 
the same reasons it has not been found possible to modify 
the restrictions as to types and sizes of metal containers for 
packings for the home market. 

Under the existing Order, the printing of containers for 
packing for the home market is restricted to two passes 
through a marking machine; the printing of closures, 
other than crown corks, to one pass through the marking 
machine ; the printing of crown corks is restricted to such 
marking of a single uniform colour not making any wording 
or pattern or device as can be made by coating at a single 
operation the whole of the external surface of the crown 
cork (or alternatively, the whole of the external side of the 
material for the crown cork) with paint. In addition, for 
crown corks, closures and containers, it is permitted to coat 
with protective varnish (clear and/or pigmented) the 
whole of the external and internal surfaces (or either of 
them), or alternatively the whole of one or both sides of 
the material for the containers and closures. 


Jewellery and Imitation Jewellery 
Purchase Tax 


Under the Finance Act, 1946, the exemption from regis- 
tration of manufacturers below the £500 limit was abolished 
with effect from June 1, 1946, in the case of jewellery, 
imitation jewellery and other goldsmiths’ and silversmiths’ 
wares. This change in the law involves the registration 
with the Customs and Excise of all persons who by way of 
business perform any process of manufacture (including the 
assembling of parts), which results in goods of any class 
within the aforementioned descriptions, whether or not the 
goods prior to the process fell within any such class, and 
whether or not the goods belong to the processor or other 
person. 

Any person who for the purposes of his business has mater- 
ials owned by him made into goods of the classes specified 
is also required to be registered irrespective of turnover. 

Failure to apply for registration involves liability to heavy 
penalties. 

The necessary form P.T. 1.D. on which to apply for 
registration may be obtained on application to the local 
Customs and Excise Officer, whose address can be obtained 
at the local Post Office. 


B.1.0.S. Exhibition of 


German Industry 


HE B.1.0.S. exhibition which was opened at the 

Board of Trade, London, by the President (Sir Stafford 

Cripps) on Monday, illustrates how nearly 3,000 teams 
consisting of 10,768 British and American investigators 
went about preparing reports (1,390 of which have now been 
published) on Germany’s technical discoveries. 

It also presents some notable exhibits—some of them 
for the first time—covering her wartime advances in 
science, heavy industry, consumer goods and nutrition. 

Sir Stafford Cripp’s opening speech was recorded on one 
of the exhibits—the Magnetophon sound recording and 
reproducing equipment. Most of the development of the 
Magnetophon took place during the war when many 
different types of machines were produced to meet the 
varying needs of Germany’s armed forces and broadcasting 
organization. 

A sample of the famous Agfacolour film is also on view. 
The Agfacolour process is said to effect great economies in 
laboratory equipment by enabling a colour negative to be 
produced by development of a single multicoated film. 
The negative may also be printed on positive film or on 
paper. During the war, Germany developed the process 
extensively for feature film production. 

An extremely sensitive instrument for measuring strains 
in any type of material is also exhibited. This is the 
Maihak Strain Gauge, in which the frequency of transverse 
vibrations of a wire in the test gauge is matched optically 
against the frequency of a similar wire in the reference 
gauge. 

Dairying developments in Germany are represented by 
a photo display ilustrating two new methods of butter- 
making, both of which convert raw milk to butter without 
the use of a churn. Speed of production and yield are 
stated to be above the normal method. Butter produced 
by these processes can also be packed direct from the 
machine and stored at higher than standard temperatures. 

German consumer goods selected by teams supervised 
by the Council of Industrial Design from among small 
firms whose workmanship and design had reached a high 
standard include cups and saucers from Nymphenburg, a 
glass jug used in most German restaurants, and scissors 
for home and office use from Solingen. 

A streamlined, lightweight pram is another consumer 
exhibit. The body is of wicker-cane, pressed cardboard 
and plywood, edged with specially treated paper string. 
It is mounted on an aluminium alloy framework and 
suspended on mild-steel springs. The wheels are synthetic 
tyred. 

Samples of printed dress goods and woven furnishing 
fabrics are also shown. 

Among other items of general interest are : 
supercharged racing motor-cycle, similar in 
design to the machines which won the first two places in 
the 1939 T.T. races (full technical details of this machine 
were not known before the war); a light drill with a new 
alloy tip, which will stand the shocks of percussive rock 
drilling; exhibits of powder metallurgy (the technique of 
manufacturing iron powders and pressing them into 
components in a die, followed by heating at high temperature 
to develop strength); and advances in the manufacture of 
aluminium alloys. The Exhibition remains open up to 
and including December 19. 

The Exhibition will tour the following provincial centres 
during 1947: Birmingham (Civic Centre, January 20-24) ; 
Nottingham (Guildhall, February 3-7); Cardiff; Man- 
chester; Leeds; Newcastle; Glasgow; Belfast; and 
Bristol.

Trade index number, rose by a’ further 0:8 per cent. 

in November, this being the largest rise since July, 
when seasonal changes in price affected the index to a 
considerable extent. The rise. last month was essentially 
confined to non-ferrous metals and textiles. 
industrial materials and manufactures were higher by 
1:3 per cent., but those of food declined by 0-3 per cent. 
Compared with 1938, prices of all articles have risen by 
764 per cént., industrial materials by 85 per cent., and 
food and tobacco by 61 per cent. 

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial 
materials (excluding fuel) are classified according to the 
stage of completion reached by the products concerned, 
showed increases compared with October of 3-7 per cent. 
for basic materials, 1-0 per cent. for intermediate products, 
and 0-4 per cent. for manufactured articles. Prices of 
building materials, on the other hand, fell on the average 
by 0-2 per cent. (the first decline recorded this year), 
owing to a reduction in the price of cement. Since 1938, 
basic materials have risen by 119 per cent., intermediate 
products by 93 per cent., manufactured articles by 61 per

solid drawn tubes, 10 per cent. ; and brass strip or sheet, 
10 per cent. The full effect increases will not, 
however, be shown in the index till December. Since this 
time last year, the group as a whole has risen by as much as 
374 per cent. 

In the cotton group, the rise of 8-3 per cent. was due to 
the carry-over of the price increases in raw cotton and 
cotton goods which occurred during October. 

To offset the increased cost of production, higher prices 
were permitted for weaving yarns during the last week in 
November, with the effect of raising the index for the wool 
group by 0-2 per cent. For the types of yarn included in 
the index, the increases varied from 43d. to 3d. per Ib. 
(1 to 4 per cent.) 

The increase of 6-8 per cent. in ‘‘other textiles ’’ was 
caused by the decontrol in India of prices of jute for export and 
the raising of the export duties ; the price of raw jute in this 
country rose from £45 per ton to about £82 on the average, 
but there was no marked variation from this quotation. 

Among ‘‘chemicals and oils,” the only price changes were 
increases of slightly under 1 per cent. in the average prices 
of chemicals and fertilizers, and the only significant move- 
ment among the ‘‘miscellaneous’”’ items, was a fall of 2s. 
per ton (34 per cent.) on November 1 in the price of cement.

WEDNESDAY DECEMBER 4 


Production and Imports of Empire Tobacco 


Asked to state the quantity of tobacco produced in 
Empire countries and imported from Empire countries 
in the years 1920, 1928 and 1938, respectively ; and the 
corresponding position at the present time, the Secretary 
for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. A. Marquand gave the following 
information. 

The table below showed the aggregate production of 
tobacco in, and imports into the United Kingdom from, 
Empire countries in the periods required.

Furniture Imports 


Mr. Marquand made the following statement on the 
purchase of furniture for import to this country. 

Furniture imports were subject to two important condi- 
tions—first. that we should import only domestic furniture 
of a type and price suitable for inclusion in the Utility 
scheme ; and second, that no purchases of furniture should 
be made which might in any way prejudice our supplies of 
timber. We bought furniture in addition to timber, not 
instead of timber. 

When suitable offers had been made, missions were 
sent to the countries of potential supply to conclude firm 
agreements to purchase and to see that their furniture 
would meet our requirements in every way. These missions 
consisted of administrative and technical officers from the 
Board of Trade, whose job it was to see that the furniture 
conformed to Utility standards. They were accompanied 
by not more than three representatives of the Furniture 
(Emergency) Import Association, which was a body set 
up by the trade to make the actual purchases and to handle 
the distribution of the furniture. Such missions had so far 
visited Canada, Finland, Holland, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Austria and Italy. 

A total sum of £5 million had been authorized for these 
purchases. There was no fixed time limit on the expendi- 
ture of this sum, and it was not sub-divided into monthly 
or yearly quotas. Up to date, firm contracts had been 
placed for just under £2 million worth of furniture. In 
addition, a further £1 million had been authorized for 
expenditure on furniture suitable for the rehabilitation of 
hotels and of this sum £746,000 had been spent. 

The purchases were not made on public account. The 
transactions, though approved by the Board of Trade, were 
between members of the Import Association and the foreign 
exporter. 


THURSDAY 
Rubber Costs 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. J. W. Belcher, said that the cost price delivered to 
British ports of the 139,958 tons of natural rubber and 
2,485 tons of synthetic rubber, being the Government’s 
rubber stocks on September 27, 1946, was £18,022,868. 


DECEMBER 5 


Reports on German Industries. 


Mr. Marquand made the following statement on the 
reports on German scientific and industrial developments 


prepared by British and American investigators. 

To date, 1390 of these Reports had been published, 572 
of them prepared by British teams, 278 by American teams, 
and 540 by combined British and American teams. As 
investigations were not yet completed and because 
some teams produce more than one report, he could not 
say precisely how many reports, British or American, would 
be published in the future, but the total, including those 
already mentioned, would be near the 2,500 mark. 

In addition to placing the reports on sale at H.M. Station- 
ery Office, free distributions of all reports published were 
made to Universities, the Principal Public Libraries and 
Chambers of Commerce. ‘Trade and Research Associations 
and learned professional institutions also receive a token 
free distribution of the reports of direct interest to them. 

With a view to facilitating the process of reference, 
arrangements had been made with H.M. Stationery Office 
to produce both a classified list of reports and a subjects 
index. Both publications will be brought up to date from 
time to time. 
Information Bureau and Reference Library had been created 
at the Secretariat of the British Intelligence Objectives 
Sub-Committee, which body was now administered by the 
Board of Trade. 

The Reference Library contained not only all finished 
reports, but also much of the raw material on which they 
were based. This work was closely co-ordinated with the 
Documents Unit of the Board of Trade which was the 
central repository for the large quantity of original German 
documents which had been collected in conjunction with the 
British and Allied investigations. The Documents Unit had 
facilities for translating and abstracting and for supplying 


In addition to these works of reference, an 


copies of the abstracts or of original documents to any 
interested party. The existence of the Information Service, 
which had a nucleus technical staff and access both to the 
reports and the original German documents, should greatly 
assist a firm with limited research facilities and no cennec- 
tion with a Trade Association to find the material of 
interest to it. 


MONDAY DECEMBER 9 
Exports of Barley 


Mr. Marquand stated that the total exports of barley 
during the ten months of 1946 amounted to 154,568 tons, 


the principal countries to which exports were sent being 
Germany, Netherlands and Wire. The figures for each 
month were :—January, 5,055 tons; February, 22,033 
tons; March, 12,476 tons; April, 13,075 tons; May, 


4,261 tons; June, 15,402 tons; July, 52,778 tons; August, 
16,362 tons; September, 1,361 tons; and October, 11,765 
tons.

Correspondence with 
Germany 


1. General Scope: The Board of Trade announce that 
by arrangement with the Postmaster-General they have 
issued a General Licence authorizing business communica- 
tion of a limited character with Germany. At the same 
time, arrangements have been made for the transmission 
of Powers of Attorney to the British Zone of Germany and 
the British Sector of Berlin through official channels. 

2. Nature of communications and restrictions: S.R. & 
0. 1946 No, 2089 authorizes any person or firm in the United 
Kingdom to communicate in writing with reference to any 
commercial, financial or other matter with any person or 
firm in Germany on and after December 12... Documents 
such as birth, death, marriage certificates and Wills may be 
transmitted. Communications regarding designs, specifi- 
cations and possible availability of goods and documents 
notifying despatch, delivery or receipt of goods exported 
no imported under Military Government Licence, may 
row be sent. 

The resumption of private trade, however, is not yet 
permitted and German-owned property in the United 
Kingdom continues to be under the control of the Board of 
Trade through the Trading with the Knemy Department 
and the Custodians of Knemy Property. 

In particular, nothing in the Licence authorizes the supply 
of goods to, the obtaining of goods from, or the payment 
of any money, ete., to or for the benefit of any person 
resident or carrying on business in Germany. Similarly, 
instructions from persons in the United Kingdom to persons 
in Germany involving the completion of transfers of 
property within Germany are not yet permitted. 

3. Restrictions in Germany: The Control Office for 
Germany and Austria wishes to draw attention to the fact 
that, in addition to the restrictions described above, the 
following matter is precluded from entering into Germany 
under the postal regulations imposed by the Allied Control 
Commission :— 

Powers of Attorney. 

Information concerning German-owned property outside 
Germany. 

In addition, correspondence from Germany by Germans 
relating to their external assets is still forbidden, even if 
only of a simple informative character, and such persons 
may not transmit instructions to 
outside Germany.

4. Special arrangements for Powers of Attorney : Special 
arrangements have, however, been made in the absence of 
general postal facilities, to enable persons in the United 
Kingdom to despatch Powers of Attorney to Germany, but 
not vice versa, through official channels, but it will be 
appreciated that these facilities can only extend at present 
to Powers issued to donees in the British Zone of Germany 
or the British Sector of Berlin. Moreover, such 
must be limited in accordance with the provisions of the 


Powers 
second and third sub-paragraphs of paragraph 2 above and 
cannot be acted upon in Germany without the prior approval 
of the appropriate Division of the Allied Control Commission 
(British Klement). The procedure which residents in the 
United Kingdom anxious to despatch a Power of Attorney 
to Germany should adopt is as follows : 

(a) The Power should be submitted, where necessary, to 
the Bank of England to ensure compliance with the 
Defence (Finance) Regulations ; 

(b) After execution it should be submitted for legaliza 
tion to the Home Office or Scottish Home Depart 
ment (in the case of Powers executed in Scotland) 
and to the Foreign Office ; 

(c) The Foreign Office will despatch Powers through 
official channels to the Allied Control Commission 
(British Element) for approval under Military 


Government Law and subsequent transmission, if 


approved, to the donee. 

It should be noted that Powers of Attorney despatched 
in any other manner than that described above will not be 
legally exercisable within Germany in view of the various 
Military Government Laws concerning Property Control, 
Exchange regulation, ete. 

5. Postal Limitations : The postal service with Germany 
generally is still restricted to unregistered letters up to 
1 oz. in weight, and to non-illustrated postcards. Unregis- 
tered packets containing newspapers, and 
periodicals up to 1 Ib. in weight may be sent to the British 
Zone and the British Sector of Berlin only. (See 8S.R. & O. 
1946, No. 2044.)

carrying instructions from the Lords of the Admiralty, or 
the Army or Air Councils.

(S.C./V), to their local Food Office in order to obtain the 
26 coupons.

The following British Standard Specifications have been 
issued by the British Standards Institution. 

Specification for Manila Ropes for general 
(B.S. No. 431 : 1946). 

This revised standard (first published 1931) comprises

Specification for sockets for Wire Ropes for general 
engineering purposes (B.S. No. 463 : 1946). 

This revised standard (first published 1932) incorporates 
an existing amendment and corrects dimensions in Tables 1] 
and 2. There is a modification to the second paragraph of 
the foreword limiting the use of the sockets to white metal 
capping, pointing out the sockets are not suitable for use 
where the rope is held by means of a cone formed by 
bending back the wires of the rope. Appendix A is now 
identical with B.S. 643—-Capping Metal for Wire Ropes— 
Appendix B, with an additional footnote. The text, figures 
and tables have been re-arranged. 

The standard deals with both ‘‘open”’ and ‘‘closed” 
sockets for wire ropes from fin. to 5in. circumference and 
provides for workmanship, tolerances, heat treatment and 
proof testing, while the Appendix gives a recommended 
method of socketing with white metal to B.S. 6438.

Specification for Sisal Rope for general purposes (B.S. No. 
908 : 1946). 

This revised standard (first published 1940) comprises 
one grade of sisal rope comparable as to strength with 
“standard ” grade manila rope to B.S. 431, hawser laid 
(3 strand), shroud laid (4 strand), and cable or water laid 
(9 strand). Tensile breaking strengths of both yarns and 
ropes and weights of rope are specified. The amendment 
to the 1940 edition of 13 additional clauses dealing with 
water repellant (water-proofed) zopes has been incorporated. 
The previous four war emergency amendments have been 
replaced by one emergency amendment. Until Govern- 
ment control of rope fibre is relaxed, certain restrictions on 
sisal fibre will continue to be operative.

Development of 


Post-War Trade 


with Poland 


The following article has been written for the 


3oard of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s 


Neerelary (Commercial) at Warsaw. The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any queries arising out of this article. 


HE area now under the administration of the Polish 
"T provisional Government of National Unity comprises 

the pre-war territory of the Polish Republic, less the 
districts lying to the east of the Curzon Line and with the 
addition of the western part of East Prussia, the territory 
of the Free City of Danzig and that portion of Germany 
lying between the pre-war frontier with Poland and the 
line of the Oder and Western Neisse. According to a 
census taken in March of this year, this area contains 
24 million inhabitants (of whom some two million were 


Germans awaiting repatriation), whereas the population of 


Poland in 1939 was estimated at 35 million. The non- 


agricultural population who according to the census of 


1938 were 41 per cent. of the total, now account for 48 per 
cent. 

The Polish economy has been seriously impaired by war 
and occupation. Warsaw, the capital city, and formerly an 
important centre of secondary industries, was deliberately 
and almost completely destroyed by the German army after 
the abortive rising in August 1944. Wroclaw (Breslau) 
and Gdansk (Danzig) were destroyed almost to the same 
extent. Wide agricultural areas where fighting was intense 
and prolonged have been completely devastated. To a 
large extent the heavy industrial area in Silesia has been 
spared from physical destruction, but there, and in the 
textile centre of Lodz, present production suffers because 
the installed machinery was over-driven during the war. 
In the former German areas, a considerable part of the 
industrial plant was destroyed or removed during the war, 
and the immediate post-war period. In addition to 
destroyed buildings and damaged machines, Poland has 
suffered serious losses of manpower including virtually all 
of her pre-war Jewish population, which played so prominent 
a role in domestic and foreign commerce. 

Polish losses of livestock were also on a very large scale, 
and it will take years to build up domestic herds and 
flocks to the pre-war level. Lastly, mention should be 
made of the disruption of communications which has had a 
paralysing effect on every department of the country’s 
economic life. 


National Economy Changes 


The Polish Provisional Government in dealing with this 
situation has taken drastic steps, the effect of which is a 
radical change in the character of the national economy. 
Control of economic development is in the hands of an 
Economic Committee of the Cabinet, served by a Central 
Planning Board. Agricultural holdings of over 125 acres 
have been confiscated by the Government for redistribution 
among small holders. All major and most medium-sized 
industrial enterprises have been taken under temporary 
State administration, and by a Law approved on January 3, 
1946, by the National Council the key industries are to be 
nationalized as well as other industrial establishments 
eapable of employing more than fifty workpeople on one 
shift. 

Foreign trade also has come under strict State control, 
and, though not a monopoly in the sense that all sales and 
purchases must be made by State agencies, is subject to a 
universal system of export and import licences, application 
for which may be made only by the following : 

I Government Institutions, State Undertakings and 
Institutions having a public character. 

II (a) Central Import and Export Agencies and Import 


or Export Departments of Industrial Associations or of 


Central Sale and Supply Agencies. 

(b) ‘‘Spolem ’’ Co-operative Society, State Trade Agency, 
Central Administration of Fish and Fish Preserve Industry, 
Association of Co-operatives of the Peasants’ Self-Help 


Association and the Agricultural Meat Agency, all of them 
acting as import or export agencies to the extent to which 
they are authorised and also acting as recipients of goods 
ordered by State Departments. 


III Co-operative, Handicraft and Private Undertakings, 


The collection of customs duties on licensed imports is 
in abeyance. In the case of countries with which no 
commercial agreement has been reached (e.g., the United 
Kingdom) the only trade permitted to private Polish 
exporters and importers is the individual barter transaction. 
State controlled Trading Companies, which do the bulk of 
the business, are not subject to the same restriction, and 
may buy and sell for sterling. The position of Agents or 
resident representatives of foreign exporters has not yet 
been defined by the Polish Government. The Commercial 
Secretary at Warsaw will be glad to advise experts on 
agency questions. 

Such trade as takes place between Poland and the United 
Kingdom is on a sterling basis. No Payments Agreement 
has yet been signed and H.M. Government have not felt 
able to accept Polish proposals for an exchange rate of 
403 zlote to the pound, which they consider unrealistic. 
The relevant orders governing current trade with Poland 
were summarized in the Board of Trade Journal of July 138, 
1946, page 908. 


Trade with United Kingdom 


The volume of post-war trade between Poland and the 
United Kingdom has hitherto been small, though in 1936 
the United Kingdom took 21-6 per cent. of Poland’s 
exports and supplied 14-1 per cent. of her imports. Lacking 
sterling or dollar reserves, and with a gold reserve not 
available for the financing of her purchases abroad, Poland 
must cover the cost of imports either by the proceeds of 
exports or out of credits. The United Kingdom not being 
in a position to make credit available, the value of Polish 
purchases in the United Kingdom is likely to be not greatly 
in excess of the value of Polish sales to the United Kingdom. 

In 1938, out of total exports valued at 215-5 million gold 


zlote, foodstuffs accounted for more than half, whilst 
timber and manufactures thereof represented another 
third. To-day Poland is an importer of foodstuffs from 


UNRRA and from commercial sources. As to timber. 
the Government have decided to conserve Poland’s 
diminished resources and are in fact importing from Finland 
and the Soviet Union. 

Furniture, however, is available for export, and the 
Board of Trade have undertaken to purchase utility-type 
furniture to the value of £590,000 over a period of five 
months. Orders for cement, to be exported to Empire 
destinations, amounting to £250,000 to date, have also 
been placed, and discussions are proceeding as to glass and 
china. These are the only export transactions of impor- 
tance thus far undertaken. 


Trade Balances 


Polish trade with other countries, principally on a 
bi-lateral, barter or barter-plus-credit basis is not restricted 
by the same limiting factors. The Soviet Union which in 
1937 took 0-4 per cent. of Polish exports and supplied 
1-2 per cent. of Polish imports is to-day Poland’s principal 
customer and main source of supply, though her percentage 
share in Polish trade is lower in 1946 than in 1945, since 
when trade relations have been opened up with many 
additional countries. The relative position of the U.S.S.R. 
and other countries to-day is shown in the following 
provisional statistics of Polish foreign trade during the first 
six months of 1946 (which do not include imports by 
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UNRRA, totalling 927,874 long tons) :—

It must be emphasized that the full realization of this 
programme depends on Poland receiving credits totalling 
some £250 million between now and the end of 1949, 
Time alone can show whether foreign assistance on so very 
extensive a scale will be forthcoming. Unless it is, prospects 
for United Kingdom exporters will not be bright. 

The potential market for British goods, principally 
machinery and certain raw materials is, however, consider- 
able, particularly in view of the elimination of Germany 
as a source of supply. Exporters wishing to try out the 
market are invited to send catalogues, samples and price 
lists to the Commercial Section of H.M. Embassy, Warsaw, 
which will endeavour to interest Government or private 
buyers. Those who contemplate a personal visit are 
urged first to consult the Export Promotion Department of 
the Board of Trade and the Commercial Secretary at 
Warsaw as to market possibilities, travel, accommodation, 
and currency problems. 





Import Licensing in Iraq 


A notice was published in the Board of Trade Journal 
of February 9 last, advising exporters that import licences 
were required only for a limited list of goods imported 
into Iraq from the United Kingdom, India, Australia, 
South Africa, New Zealand and Ceylon. This list was set 
out in detail in the notice and details of amendments to it 
were published in the Board of Trade Journal issues dated 
May 4, June 15 and September 7. Further amendments 
have since been made in the list which now reads as follows : 
Dairy products; tinned and canned fish; meat (fresh, 
frozen, pickled, salted, smoked, canned or dehydrated), 
excluding fresh and frozen poultry, rabbit and venison ; 
tea; vegetable oils and oil seeds, fats and 
soap; fertilizers; cereals and rice starch; tartaric acid 
including argols and winelees; cocoa beans and butters 
and unsweetened chocolate couverture’; haricot beans and 
lentils ; potato seeds of United Kingdom origin, pepper 3 
manufactured products containing sugar; vitamin “‘ A a 
oils; jute and jute manufactures; raw rubber; tin; 
coal and coke.

$559,000,000 for an average nine-month period in the 
years 1937-39, states the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
Ottawa. The current level of imports is at a rate equivalent 
to 1944, the highest wartime year. Of the total imports, 
over 70 per cent. originated in the United States. At 
$156,096,013, imports for the month of September show a 
drop of $7 million from the preceding month, but an 
increase of $34 million over the same month last year. The 
decline from August is accounted for primarily by a decrease 
of slightly over $7 million in imports from the United 
States. 

The traditional pattern of Canadian trade with the 
United States and the United Kingdom is emphasized in 
the trade figures for the first nine months of 1946. Imports 
from the United States for this period exceeded exports 
to that country by $354 million, an average of nearly $40 
million per month. On the other hand, Canadian exports 
to the United Kingdom exceeded imports by $333 million, 
or an average of $37 million monthly. The magnitudes 


- clgggen into Canada for the first nine months of 1946 


involved, however, are substantially greater than the 
1937-39 average, and the Canadian commodity deficit 


with the United States is three and one-half times that for 
1937-39. 


Trade with United Kingdom and 
United States 


Of more significance is the situation arising out of the 
inconvertibility of the Canadian surplus on United Kingdom 
account. Before the war the credit arising out of trade 
with the United Kingdom was used to offset the deficit 
on United States account. With the United Kingdom 
forced to borrow from Canada to make up her commodity 
deficit, Canadian U.S. dollar requirements now must be 
met out of receipts from other sources or by drawing on 
reserves. The accompanying table lists the balances by 
months. It will be noted that the trend of imports from 
the United States is upwards, and that the rise in Canadian 
exports to that country is not so pronounced.

Imports from Latin American sources in the first nine 
months of 1946 were valued at $92-5 million, nearly 50° per 
cent. larger than in 1945, and over five times the full year 
average for 1987-39. This particularly pro- 
nounced for the Central American group, as will be seen 
from the following table :

Two factors modify somewhat the effect of the above 
increase. The first is the change in prices over the years. 
A further consideration is the method of shipment of some 
Central and South American commodities before the war. 
They were imported into Canada via the United States 
and credited to that country in the Canadian import 
statistics. The Latin American figures tend to be under- 
valued accordingly. The amounts involved were not large.

Sir William Goodenough’s Statement 

The Twenty-First Orprnary GENERAL MEETING of Barclays 
Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) will be held at 29, Grace- 
church Street, London, E.C., on Friday, December 20. 

The following is the statement by the Chairman, Sm WILLIAM 
Macnamara GoopENnovcH, Bt., on the report and accounts for the 
year ended September 30, 1946 :— 

As the figures cover the first full period of 12 months’ working 
since the war ended, they are, I think, of special interest on this 
occasion, and you will perhaps forgive me if I deal with the whole 
subject at rather greater length than usual. Although it is true that 
trading conditions are sti!l far from normal (whatever may be implied 
by that term) and numerous war-time restrictions still cover a wide 
range of business activities, we can nevertheless detect in these 
figures for the first time since 1939 a marked upward trend in com- 
mercial loans and advances. In spite of the continued increase in 
deposits, the ratio of advances is substantially higher than it has 
been for some years past. We welcome this change in the composi- 
tion of our assets, which we believe to be a healthy sign. 

Our balance-sheet figures have undergone great changes since the 
war began. Deposits, for instance, which stood at £106,000,000 in 
September 1939, are now in excess of £350,000,000, or about seven 
times the figure at which they stood when the bank was established 
in its present form 21 yearsago. Our issued capital, in the meantime, 
has remained unchanged. 

STRENGTHENING CapitaL PosiTion 

Stockholders, therefore, may not be surprised to learn that the 
board have recently been giving thought to the question of 
strengthening our capital position by offering to our existing “ A” 
stockholders a further issue of ‘‘ A”’ shares at the price of £2 10s. 
a share in the proportion of four new “ A ”’ shares of £1 each for every 
complete £5 of “A” stock held. Full particulars of this offer will 
be sent about the middle of January to ‘‘ A”’ stockholders on the 
register on December 28. The approval of the Capital Issues 
Committee for this issue has been obtained. While we believe that 
the expansion of our business and the scope of future operations 
alone warrant this change, we also have in mind the potentialities 
of the Development Corporation, about which I shall have something 
further to say later on. 

The question of additional capital cannot be properly considered 
without reference to the question of future earnings. While I will 
not attempt to forecast the future, I think it can fairly be said that a 
conservative dividend policy has been followed since the bank was 
formed. In spite of the almost continuous expansion of the business, 
stockholders have not received any increase in the dividend since 1938. 

DivipEND INCREASED TO 8 PER CENT. 

Stockholders will also have noted the slight increase in earnings 
shown for the year under review and the proposed increase in the 
dividend from 64 per cent. to 8 per cent. There does not appear 
to be any good reason to feel that we shall be unable to continue to 
earn the slightly increased rate, which is, however, of less significance 
than might appear, on account of the change in the regulation 
respecting Dominion income-tax relief. 

We are no longer able to pass on this relief directly to our stock- 
holders as in former years, as under the provisions of the Finance 
Act (No. 2), 1945, income tax is now deducted at the standard rate 
instead of at the standard rate as reduced by dominion income-tax 
relief. Consequently, if stockholders are to receive approximately 
the equivalent net amount it would be necessary to raise the dividend 
to 74 per cent., from which tax at 9s. in the £ would be deducted. 
In these circumstances we have felt it desirable to bring the dividend 
up to the rate of 8 per cent. for the year, which is the same rate 
as the Preference stockholders enjoy. 

SuaGEstED EXCHANGE or Srock 

While the holders of Preference stock are also deprived of the 
benefit in their dividends which arose from dominion income-tax 
relief, I regret that we have no direct means of recompensing them. 
We are proposing, however, to lay before them shortly a scheme 
under which they will be enabled to participate in the further 
progress of the bank by exchanging their stock for “‘ A’ stock on a 
pound for pound basis. We have long felt that this Eight Per Cent. 
Preference Stock has become something of an anomaly. The 
condition of the bank has changed almost beyond recognition since 
the date when this issue was made, and we have reason to believe 
that a large proportion of Preference stockholders would welcome 
this opportunity to convert. I might add that we have in mind for 
future years the desirability of bringing the interim and final divi- 
dends into line in order to equal out the distribution. 

If the necessary proxies in favour of the proposal to convert the 
Preference into ‘‘ A’’ stock are received at the meeting which will 
be specially convened for the purpose towards the end of February, 
our capital will then consist of one single class of stock, apart from 
the “‘ B” shares, which will remain in their present form. These 
‘““B” shares carry an uncalled liability of £2,000,000, constituting 
a further reserve cushion for this bank. Barclays Bank Ltd., as 
the sole holder of the “‘ B” shares, has agreed that these shares 
shall be excluded from the scheme for increasing the capital. Conse- 
quently, neither these shares, nor, of course, the Preference stock, 
will rank for participation in the forthcoming new issue. Barclays 
Bank Ltd. have also entered into an arrangement under which they 
will take up at the issue price any of the new shares not applied 
for by existing holders, without making any charge for so doing.

Argentina Import Restrictions

The quotas have been allocated entirely to the State 
Trade Promotion Institute which import direct or through 
importers on the approval register. - Importers allowed to 
participate in the quotas must obtain a prior exchange 
permit from the Central Bank, and goods which arrive 
without these permits, or in quantities in excess of those 
covered by such documents will be re-shipped or failing this, 
importation will only be permitted at 5 times the recognized 
exchange rate. 

Firms interested in the importation of articles which 
are subject to the system of prior consideration must make 
application for a prior exchange permit before making the 
purchase abroad. 

Prior exchange permits are not required for goods shipped 
or lying in an Argentine port at the date of the circular, 
and importers can apply direct to the Customs authorities 
for the issue of the respective clearance certificates. 

Exchange permits will be issued in respect of goods 
ordered (but not shipped) so that the Customs can extend 
the clearance certificates, providing that importers made 
application before December 6, and gave proof that the goods 
were ordered before the date of the circular. Such goods 
should be cleared within nine months except machinery 
for which longer periods for clearance may be given. 

Exchange permits are valid for the period shown in the 
documents and permits for goods subject to quotas will be 
valid for 12 months. For goods subject to prior considera- 
tion the period of expiration will be determined in each case. 





United States of America 


Trade Agreement Negotiations: The United States 
Acting Secretary of State on November 9, issued formal 
notice of intention to conduct trade agreement negotiations 
with Australia, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Chile, China, Cuba, 
Czechoslovakia, France, India, Lebanon (Syro-Lebanese 
Customs Union), Luxembourg, Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Norway, Union of South Africa, Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics and the United Kingdom. 

Also published was a list of products which will be 
considered for the possible granting of tariff concessions 
by the United States in these negotiations. 

The Committee for Reciprocity Information simul-

British India 


Revalidation of Import Licences: The Board of Trade 
have received notification that the Government of India has 
decided to revalidate automatically all import licences 
initially issued in previous shipping periods and made 
valid for the period July/December 1946, to cover shipment 
for the period January/June 1947. The only exceptions 
are for (1) foodstuffs subject to allocation by the Inter- 
national Emergency Food Council, (2) Salt and (3) items 
covered by the Machine Tool Control Order, 1941. Licences 
initially issued for July/December 1946 period have already 
been marked or notified as valid for two shipping periods, 
i.e., up to the end of June 1947. (See Board of Trade Jour- 
nal of October 5, page 1374.) 
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Peru Import Licences 


XPORTERS to Peru should note that the Commercial 

Secretary to His Majesty’s Embassy at Lima has had 

his attention drawn to the fact that some importers 
occasionally place orders in the United Kingdom without 
first obtaining an import licence, with the result that they 
have experienced difficulties in cases where the goods have 
been shipped and their import licence applications refused 
or issued for a smaller quantity of goods than that ordered. 
United Kingdom exporters should, therefore, ensure that 
their Peruvian agents or customers are in possession of an 
import licence before proceeding with the manufacture or 
despatch of the goods required. 

Import licences are valid for four months, but may be 
granted for six months in cases where the Department of 
Importations of the Ministry of Finance consider it neces- 
sary. The validity of licences may, however, be extended 
beyond this period in cases where the importer can produce 
evidence to the effect that it has not been possible to 
complete the manufacture of the goods required in time to 
reach Peru during the validity of the licence. 





Colombia 


Import Licences to specify port of unloading: With 
reference to the notice under the above heading published 
in the Board of Trade Journal for September 21, 1946 
(page 1315), the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy 
at Bogota now reports that the Colombian Authorities 
have outlined the procedure which they adopt with regard 
to the port of unloading. 

This is as follows :— 

(a) Goods consigned to the Departments of Valle, 
Cauca, Narino, Caldas and Tolima, regardless of 
the import licensing group in which they are classified 
—to enter the country via Buenaventura. 

(b) Goods consigned to the Departments of Cundina- 
marca and Antioquia and despatched through 
Pacific coast ports, regardless of the import licensing 
group in which they are classified—to enter the 
country via Buenaventura. 

(c) Goods classified in Groups 2, 3, and 4, consigned 
from any foreign port to Cundinamarca and Antio- 
quia—to enter the country via Buenaventura. 

(d) Goods of Groups 1, 1 bis and Preferential, consigned 
to the Departments of Cundinamarca and Antioquia 
—to enter the country by the Atlantic ports of 
Cartagena or Barranquilla, according to instructions 
which the Office of Exchange Control will issue in 
the light of prevailing circumstances.

Foreign Trade of 
New Zealand 


HE recorded value of New Zealand exports for the 
7D ant of July was £8,641,842, an increase of £1,174,745 

over the total for June, and an increase of £13,221,133 
as compared with July, 1945, states the Census and Statistics 
Department, Wellington. 

Merchandise imports for July last were valued at 
£5,132,648, as compared with £6,929,328 in June and 
£5,051,459 in the corresponding month for 1945. 

The aggregate value of exports for the seven months 
ended July 31, 1946, was £61,932,236, as compared with 
£49,573,678 in a similar period of 1945, an increase of 
£12,358,558. 

The item mainly responsible for the increase was wool, 
the value of that commodity exported in the seven months 
period of 1946 being £16,364,732, as against £5,968,632 
in the corresponding period of 1945. 

The values for some of the other more important items 
for the two seven-months periods, those for 1945 being 
shown in parenthesis, were as follows :—Butter, £11,317,881 
(£12,213,676); cheese, £6,381,956 (£6,764,050); frozen 
beef, £1,536,318 (£220,187); frozen lamb, £9,461,593 
(£8,890,131); frozen mutton, £1,778,967 (£2,006,099) ; 
frozen pork, £613,988 (£58,121); rabbit skins, £758,024 
(£500,655); sheep skins, without wool, £1,505,255 
(£1,551,577). 

The total value of imports for the first seven months 
of 1946 was £38,661,919, which gave an excess of exports 
of £23,270,317; the corresponding figures for a similar 
period of 1945 being £31,006,807 for imports and £18,566,871 
for excess of exports.
